OH.IKCTS. 


The  objects  of  the  Tnion  are: 

(A)  To  promote  bv  all  lawful 
means  ihe  interests  of  the  Liberal- 
Conservative  Party  in  British  Co- 
lumbia. 

(b)  To  assist  in  forminji  and 
establishing  Associations  in  all  the 
Electoral  Districts  of  the  Province. 

(c)  To  secure  and  circulate  such 
literature  as  may  be  deemed  expe- 
dient for  the  promotion  of  the  ob- 
jects of  the  Union. 

MEMBBRSHIP. 

Members,  officers,  etc. : 

(a)  The  Union  shall  consist  of 
all  members  in  good  standing  in 
all  Local  Associations. 

(  b)  Any  member  in  good  stand- 
ing in  anv  Local  Association  shall 
have  the  fight  to  attend  any  gener- 
al meetings  of  the  Union,  and 
take  part  in  any  discussion,   but 


shall  not  he  eiititkd  to  vote  iijion 
lUiy  (nu\sti(ni  iiiiK'ss  lie  be  (piali- 
fied  Ji.s  liereiriiifter  iiuMitioiMMl. 


OFFRKRW.

SK  The  duties  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  to 
receive  the  moiifly  belonjiing  to  the  Tnion  and 
to  disperse  the  same  under  the  orders  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 


OKOANIZkR. 

10.  The  Executive  niav,  when  they  have 
the  necessarv  funds,  appoint  an  Ortsanizer  at  a 
salary  to  be' a>ireed  upon,  \^ho  shall  aid  the 
several  Vice-presidents  in  organizing  Associa- 
tions in  harmony  with  this  Union;  to  continu- 
ally see  that  the  Local  Associations  are  at  all 
times  in  good  working  order;  to  assist  in  pro- 
viding for  the  proper  sui>ervision  of  the  revis- 
ing of  the  voters'  lists ;  to  disseminate  political 
reading  matter;  to  aid  in  elections,  and  to 
generally  serve  the  interests  of  the  party  in 
accordance  with  such  instructions  as  may  be 
given  to  him  bv  the  Executive  Committee. 
He  shall  make  a  full  written  report  of  his  work 
and  the^results  of  his  visits  to  the  various  dis- 
tricts to' the  Executive  Committee. 

EXECUTIVE. 

11.  The  Executive  shall  generally  manage 
the  affairs  of  the  Union  during  the  year,  raise 
the  funds  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
the  Union,  direct  the  Treasurer  as  to  payment 
of  claims  against  the  Union  and  provide  public 
speakers  when  required  to  do  so,  and  select 
place  and  time  for  meetings  of  the  Union. 


(JRATUITOUS    SERVICES. 

12.  The  services  of  all  the  officers  of  the 
I'nion  shall  be  jjraiuitous,  exceptinjj  those  of 
the  Organizer  who  shall  receive  a  salary  to  be 
agreed  ui)on  and  the  actual  exi>enses  incurred 
when  travelling  for  the  Union,  four  to  form  a 
(piorum. 

TOTINO    BY    PROXY. 

13.  The  members  of  the  Union  qualified  to 
vote  under  Section  14  may  vote  by  proxy  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Union,  but  proxies  can  only 
be  held  by  members  of  the  Union  A  member 
of  the  Union  may  hold  a  proxy  whether  he  be 
otherwise  qualified  to  vote  or  not. 

VOTING    POWERS. 

14.  The  right  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Union  shall  be  exercised  by  the  following  mem- 
bers of  the  Union: 

(a)  By  five  delegates  for  every 
member  of  the  Provincial  Legisla- 
ture, to  which  each  seperate  con- 
stituency may  be  entitled,  such 
delegates  to  be  elected  by  the  Lib- 
eral-Conservative voters  of  the 
Electoral  District. 

(b)  By  every  member  of  the 
Union  in  good  standing  who  is  a 
Senator  or  a  Member  of  the  House 
ofCommons,  or  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly, or  a  candidate  of  the  Liber- 


jil-(%;nservative  Party  for  tneiii- 
bt'rship  in  said  Hmusc  or  Assciuhlv 
attlnMast  noininioii  ()»•  Local  Elt^c- 
tions,  whii'ii  persons  shall  have  all 
the  riirhts  and  privileges  of  chily 
elected  <lelegates.
